Claim 2 (Original): A method according to Claim 1, wherein the transforming step includes the 
steps of; the universal server identifying the type of file, and transforming the file into a different 
format of the same type. 
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Claim 3 (Original): A method according to Claim 1, further comprising the steps of: 




a user of the coiqputer identifying user requirements; and 



transmitting the user requirements to the universal server, and wherein 



the transforming step\includes the step of re-formatting the file in accordance with the user 
requirements. \ 



Claim 4 (Original): A meftiod according to Claim I, wherein, when data needs to be converted, 
the data are sent to a univ^al conversion server, the universal conversion s^er checks user 
requiremmts; if the universal\ conversion server finds that the service caimot convert a certain 
file, the service looks in a computer description; the computer description can be located on the 
computer or on a universal convajsion server database.

executable code, the program*s file namA entering data to a database of source codes, where 
many source codes are held; and if the same name exists among more than one program in the 
database, the Universal Server reads the information fixwn a description module.

entering data intoV computer; 




said computer having^ specified operating system and checking to determine whether the format 
of the data is compatible with aa the specified operating system(OS) in the computer; 

if the format is not compati|>le» sending the data fi-om the computer over a network to a remote 
Universal Driver; 



on the Universal Driver, reformatting the data into a format compatible to the specified OS; 

after the reformatting step, sending )(he data to a xmiversal formatting server, to be converted to a 
formal suitable for the user, 

if it is determined that the data are compatible with the operating system, then checking to 
determine whether it is necessary to reformat the data;

Claim 8 (Currently Amended): A system for re-formatting computer files, comprising: 



a computer having input means for receiving a data file; 

said computer including a specified op^ting system and means for determining if the data file 
is compatible with the specified operating Wstem of the computer; 

a universal server for reformatting data; and 

means for transmitting the data file over the IntWnet firom said computer to the universal servear, 
if the data file is not compatible with the specified operating svstem of the computer; and 
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wfterein the univeWal sarver includes means for transforming the data file into a format 
compatible with the\ specified operating system of the computer, and means for sending the 
transformed data file back to the computer. 




Claim 9 (Original): A system according to Claim 8, wherein the transforming means includes 
means for identifying the type of file, and for transforming the file into a different format of the 
same type. 

Claim 10 (Original): A system According to Claim 8, wherein a user of the computer identifying 
user requirements; and the system further comprises: 



means for transmitting the user requirements to the universal server; and wherein

Claim 12 (Currently Vmeaded): A program storage device readable by machine, tangibly 
embodying a program oninstructions executable by the machine to perform method steps for re- 
formatting computer files, me method steps comprising: 



inputting a data file into a computer having a specified operating system : 




using said computer to determinl^ if the data file is compatible with the specified operating 
system of the computer; 

if the data file is not compatible with me computer, transmitting the data file over the Internet 
fix)m tiie computer to a universal server; and 



the xmiversal server, transforming the data file into a format compatible with the specified 
operating system of the computer, and sending the transformed data file back to the computer. 

Claim 13 (Original): A program storage device According to Claim 12, wherein the transforming 
step includes the steps of, the universal server identifying the type of file, and transforming the 
file into a different format of the same type. 

Claim 14 (Original): A program storage device according to Claim 12, further comprising the 
steps of: 

a user of the computer identifying user requirements; and

Claim 16 (Previously Presented): A jffogram storage device according to Claim 12, wherein, 
vfhsn a computer's operating system is not compatible with a program, the program is sent to a 
Universal Driver where the program is to\be formatted; when being formatted, the program is 
looked over to identify components of the ^ogram including links to the program source code, 
the program's executable code, the program'^ file name; entering data to a database of source 
codes, where many source codes are held; anmif the same name exists among more than one 
program, then the Universal Server reads the infomiation fit)m the description module. 



Claim 17 (New): A method according to Claim 1, further comprising the step of providing the 
Universal Server with access to a module having a senm of source codes, and wherein the step 
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of formatting the data file into a format compatible with the operating system of the computer 
modules the steps of: 

the Universal Server obtaining fi'om said module the soxirce code for the data file; and 



the Universal Server recompiling the ^ata file, using the source code obtained fi-om said module, 
into the format compatible with the operating system of the computer. 
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
